Citizens and ‘Officials Strongly 
Indorse the Constitution's 
Position, 


OPINION PREVAILS THAT 
PLAN IS PRACTICABLE 


Should Build Line to the Sea, if Nec- 
essary, To Prevent State Road 
from Being Bottled Up. 
Governor and Others 
Talk. 


General approval is expressed by citi- 
zens of Atlanta and state officials of The 
Constitution's proposition that the state 
should take up the matter of building 
its own railroad to the seacoast as a 
means of heading off any efforts that 
may be made on the part of the great 
railway combinations of the south which 
would tend to bottle up and render prac- 
tically valueless the state’s line between 


Atlanta and Chattanooga. 

The talk of big deals and combinations 
in railroad circles, that has been going 
on for the-last week or more, has set. 
the people all over the state to thinking. 
They have a large interest to protect, 
one which annually pays them more than 
the interest on their public debt, ang the 
possibilities of the situation have forci- 
bly impressed themselves on the minds 
of the general public. 

Prominent Atlantans generally indorse 
The Constitution's suggestion with refer- 
ence to the state constructing its own 
line to the seaboard. They believe that 
is one, if not the only, method of pro- 
tecting the state’s property, and consider 
that it should be taken into serious con- 
sideration by the legislature without de- 
lay. They say that they foresee in the 


prospective railway combinations about f 


to be put upon the south great danger 
to the interests of all of the southern 
states, and they feel that Georgia should, 
if there is any possible way of doing 
it, get into a position to protect herself 
as quickly as possible. 

The question is a large one, and will 
require a great deal of careful atten- 
tion and consideration. There is no dis- 
position on the part of the people, it is 
believed, to sell the state road even if a 
fair price could be secured for it. They 
seem rather to think it should -be held 
and used as a means of protection for 
the people of the state against unjust 
discrimination in rates or excessive rates. 

Governor Candler Talks. 

“IT think The Constitution’s suggestion 
a timely one,’’ Governor Candler said. 
“The question 1s a great big one and 
will, of course, have to be given much 
eareful study and consideration. But 
the plan. proposed by The Constitution 
is exactly in line with the policy I ad- 
vocated in the Georgia legislature more 
than twenty-five years ago. When the 
Macon and Brunswick railroad defaulted 
in the payment of the interest on its 
bonds which were indorsed by the state, 
the state had to pay the bonds and take 
the road. I then favored the building 
of a line from Atlanta to Macon so as 
to connect the state road with the Macon 
and Brunswick and give the state an 
unbroken line from Chattanooga to the 
sea. 

“There is a great deal to be said on the 
subject. There is no dowbt that a line 
from Chattanooga to Brunswick would 
be more self-sustaining than the present 
line owned by the state, because as The 
Constitution says, they cannot syndicate 
the ocean. The only matter to be con- 
sidered on the other side is a western con- 
nection. There is no doubt that every- 
thing that comes into the state by water 
could be pretty well controlled by the

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While in Act of Congratulating Counsel Fair Defen- 
dant Falls.in Dead Fainte-Judge Instructs Jury 
Not To Return Verdict.

Sensational, dramatic and startling in 
the extreme was the scene in the crim- 
inal division of the swperior court last 
night when Mrs. Mollie E. Duncan, on 
trial for her life for the shooting of her 
husband, fell in a faint on the floor in 
full view of the jury and screamed hys- 
terically, while lawyers and spectators 
in numbers rushed hither and thither 
in an excited attempt to lend aid to the 
stricken woman. 

The act, whether voluntary or invol- 
untary, upon the part of the. prisoner, 
may be instrumental in causing a mis- 
trial in this, one of the most tnteresting 
cases ever tried in the courts of Fulton 
county. When Mrs. Duncan had been 
borne to a private room on a-sofa, the 
crowd had dispersed, and the jury locked 
in the jury room, Judge Candler, before 
whom the case was tried, mounted the 
bench and askdi the woman's counsel 
why a mistrial should not be declared 
there, and then, 

A vigorous protest was made and So- 
licitor General Hill declining to request 
a mistrial the court announced that 
the matter would doubtless be further 
considered this morning. The jury ' was 
recalled’ to the box’ and was instructed 
not to discuss the case while in their 
room at the hotel. Just what develop- 
ments. the morning will bring is, of 
course, problematical. 

In Court Many Hours. 
From 9 o’clock yesterday morning until

} 8:30 o’clock last night Mrs. Duncan oc- 


cupied a chair at her attorney's table 
in the crowded and hot court room, 
with but an ‘hour’s rest for luncheon. 
Almost since the night of. the killing 
of her husband, in the boarding house 
on North Forsyth street, she had been 
ill and the wonder was that she was 
able to sit through those tedious hours 
listening to the evidence—now in her 
favor, now against her—apparently com- 
posed. 

A few minutes after 8 o’clock last night 
Judge Candler. began his charge and fin- 
ished in half an hour..At a sign from 
the .bailiff the jurymen started to retire 
from the box, but as the spectators were 
leaving the court room in such numbers 
it was suggested that the jury remain 
until after the room had been cleared. 

It was just at this point that the very 
dramatic incident of the day occurred. 
Mrs. Duncan had risen from her seat 
and stood by the table surrounded by 
relatives and her lawyers. Attorney 
James Austin had closed the argument 
for the defense, and with his back toward 
his client was gathering up his papers 
preparatory to going home. 

She Complimented Austin. 

“I should like very’ much to speak to 
Mr. Austin about his splendid speech,” 
remarked Mrs. Duncan, addressing an at- 
tcrney who stood near, and Mr. Austin 
was called ovey Mrs. Duncan smiling)yv 
congratulated him and then turned as if 
expecting to be led away. 

Suddenly the fair prisoner gave a cry 
and fell back in the chair which she had 
occupied during the trial.

Washington. April 16.—President-elect 
Tomas Estrada Palma, of the new Cuban 
republic, passed through here this after- 
noon @n route to Cuba. His first impor- 
tant acts, as the president of ‘the new 
republic, he announced today, will be 
the formation of a cabinet, and _ the 
despatch of a message to the Cuban 
congress. One appointment, he admit- 
ted, was practically decided upon, viz. 
that of Gonzales de Quesada to be Cuban 
minister to the United States. The first

immediately after he assumes office. Its 
main features will be recommendations 
along the followjng Mines: 

First, all possible measures calculated 
to unite the various political factions 
of Cuba, so that all elements will work 
together in the interest of the new gov- 
ernment; second, the development of the 
natural resources of the country, with 
reciprocal tariff relations with the United 
States; third, the maintenance of the 
most friendly relations with the United 
States government.

Baltimore, April 1#.—It was learned to- 
day from a semi-official source that’ the 
Seaboard Air Line railway figures in the 
general understanding feached in New 
York in connection with the Louisville 
and Nashville sale. This, it is stated, 
insures the continuance of the friendly 
relations existing between the Seaboard 
and the Louisville and Nashville. 

It is understood that conferences have 
been held between the Morgan interests 
and representatives of the Seaboard. Pres- 
ident John Skelton Williams, of the lat- 
ter. and President Samuel Spencer, of the 
Southern railway, were present at these 
conferences. -It has been expected that 
some understanding would be reached 
with the Seaboard, with the idea of secur- 
ing its cooperation with a community of 
interest plan. 

There is a disposition in loca! circles 
close to the Seaboard to think that the 
Gates party contemplated making a bid 
for the Seaboard, and that the Morgan 
plan to secure a general understanding 
intervened and stopped this move. 

Conferring About L. and N. 


New York, April 16.—Further progress 
was reported today in the settlement of 
the Louisville and Nashville matter, 
George W. Perkins, of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., and John W. Gates, who-glaims con- 
trol of the Louisville and Nasfville, were 
in conference during the day at the Mor- 

n banking house. ~ < 
et is aaoutied that the*fines of the agree- 
ment between the Gates and Belmont 
parties. were discussed, but on this and 
all matters dealing with the situation, 
Messrs. Perkins and Gates were silent. 

Samuel Spencer, who said yesterday 
that the Southern railway, of which he is 
the executive ‘head, had no interest in 
the Louisville an§ Nashville, also called 
to see Mr. Perkins. He had nothing to 
add to his statement of yesterday. 

A semi-official statement credited to a 
member of J. P. Morgan & Co., to the 
effect that the Louisville and Nashville is 
now a Morgan road, and that its policy 


will be dictated by Mr. Morgan, was dis- } 


credited by one of the latter’s partners 
this morning. 

“Morgan & Co. will act as trustees of 
the Louisville and Nashville road,” said 
this partner. ‘That is all we have been 
asked to do, and we do not propose to go 
outside of our province. We are to be 
the stewards of the property, and will 
manage it for the best interests of the 
stockholders.”’ 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
Louisville and Nashville 
scheduled for tomorrow in this city. It 
is altogether umlikely, however, that the 
meeting will bé held, as the directors are 
scattered :all over the country, and it will 
be almost impossible to gather a quorum, 


Has Belmont Lost Control? 


August Belmont had nothing’ to add 
today to his brief statement of last night. 
It may be stated. however, that the 
Belmont interests do not admit having 
lost control of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville. Mr. Belmont declines ‘absolutely to 
discuss this point and has nothing to say 
regarding the statement that he, too, will 
turn over some Louisville and Nagh- 
ville stock to J. P. Morgan & Co. 

A statement of Harris, Gates & Co., 
that “they bought control of the Louts- 
ville and Nashvitlle,’’ implies that they ac- 
tually hold physical possession of over 
300.000 shares of the stock, including the 
stock now out on ‘“‘time’’ gontracts, and 
deliverable some two to four weeks off. 
Efforts to get a definite statement from 
the Gates interest regarding. this phase 
of the situation were futile. This nnt- 
urally gives rise to the suggestion that 
some changes may soon take place in 
the Louisville and Nashville board—that 
Mr. Gates will be permitted to name sev- 
eral directors. From the highest. possibie 
source, however, comes the statement 
that no chiange is likely to be made In 
the Louisville and Nashville directorate 
until Mr. Morgan’s return from abroad. 
Mr. Morgan is not expected back until the 
early summer. 

One of the latest versions of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville situation !s as fol- 
lows: 

The Gates holdings hnve been divided 
into three parts. J. P. Morgan & Co. tak- 
ing one third and Messrs. Gates and Haw- 
lev the remainder. Morgan & Co. take 
this interest on the. understanding that 
the Louisville and Nashville is to be op- 
erated in harmony with Morgan interests 
in the same section of the country. 

Gates and the Southern. 

Yesterday's move in Southern railway is 
attributed to Mr. Gates’ desire to secure 
an interest in that property. He is re- 
ported to have been informed that the 
best way to get it was to go into the 
which he and his follow- 
ers are reported to hiive done to the ex- 
tent of about ZU.) snares. 

The substance of these reports was out- 
lined to Samne!] Spencer. president of the 
Southern. He appeared to be interested, 
but made nn comment. 

Mr. Spencer amd Mr. Stetson. attorney 
for J. FP. Morgan, spent coneidewble 
time at Morgan & Co.’s this afternoon, 
conferring with Mr. Perkins. All inter- 
ested refused to discuss the terms of the 
agreement between Mr. Gates and Mr. 
Relmont. nor ceuld it be learned when 
the terms are likely to be made public. 

Mr. Belmont made this statement later 
respecting the reported meeting of the 
Lovisville and Nashville road tomorrow: 

‘"This meeting is only one of the regu- 
lar monthly meetings of the board. No 
quorum is Hkely. owing to the absence 
of some of the directors. In any event 
there will be no chinge in the personnel 
of the breord of office~s.”’

MALVAR SURRENDERS 
BUT MOROS PREPARE 
TO FIGHT AMERICANS 


Good News from Philippines Promptly Followed by 
Alarming Advices from Chaffee--Warlike Moros 
Are Preparing for a Rebellion.

ASHINGTON.. April J¢.—(Special.) 
W eux: news from the. Philippine 

islands in the announcement of 
the surrender of General Malvar was re- 
ceived today, but the effect of it was very 
promptly killed by the receipt of advices 
from Genéral Chaffee which indicate a 
truly alarming state of affairs in the 
Moro oountry. General Chaffee tells 
of the necessity which has prompted his 
sending an expedition under Colonel 
Frank Baldwin into the heart of- Min- 
danao for the purpose of arresting men 
charged with iSurder of American sol- 
diers and of punishing the dattos, or 
chiefs, who refused to give these men up. 

Grave Danger Involved. 

While General Chaffee’s. disp¢{tch is con- 
servatice in tone, it reveals a state of 
affairs which causes geep concern at the 
war department. The grave dangers in- 
volved in an uprising of the Moros are 
realized ‘by all officers of the army and 


all officials familiar with conditions in 
the islands. Up to this time the insur- 
rection has been confined to the Christian 
Filipino tribes of the northern islands, 
and the Moros have been friendly because 
the American officers have left them 
alone. Spain had ‘more trouble with the 
Moros than with other inhabitants of. the 
Philippines, but the Americans have not 
tampered with their religion or their gov- 
ren. and there has been_ no .upris- 

Nn. 

It is estimated that there are 400,800 men 
on this island of Mindandoy - They are 
Mohammedans, and have always been 
greatly feared by other Filipinos because 
of their fighting ability. . They have 
lost no opportunity to accumulate arms, 
and while they are still oe ina 
large measure upon primitive weapons. 
they are regatded a very dangerous .juan- 
tity. The whole policy of American offi- 
cers*who have been in command-on this 
islan@ has been exercised to keep the 
Morgs friendly, and grave fears are now 
felt lest the expedition which Genera! 
Chaffee has found it necessary to send, 
may provoke a general uprising. 

General Chaffee's report, announcing 
the surrender of Malvar, follows: 

“Unconditional surrender Malvar today 
to Brigadier General J. Franklin Bell. 
Organized armed resistance to United 
States terminated department north Phil- 
ippines.’’ 

Chaffee on Moro Trouble. 

With reference to the trouble with the 
Moros, General Chaffee says: 

“With reference to my telegram of 
23d ultimo, reporting attack by Moros, re- 
connaissance under Forsyth, March 16, 
soldier twenty-seventh regiment, United 
States infantry, murdered by Moros, vi- 
cinity Parang Parang. March 3, two 
soldiers, twenty-seventh regiment, United 
States infantry, having one ee. were 
approached with semblance fri€ndship 
by six Moros, near Malabang. Rifle 
seized; one soldier killed, other severely 
wounded, but escaped. Murder without 
provocation or justification in any way. 
Murderers known, demand has\been made 
for their surrender. Thus far dattos 
refused deliver them. Have been Mala- 
bang, tried confer with them. Waited 
three days. Dattos failed come or 'ac- 
knowledge receipt of my request con- 
ference. Expedition 1,200 men _ under 
fcolonel) Frank D. Baldwin, cavalry. ar- 
tillery, being formed, leaving for Lake 
Lano about April 27, purpose arrest mur- 
derers,- punish dattos.

Parang Parang is an anchorage in 
Polloc harbor, on the west coast of the 
mainland of Mindanao. Malabang lies 
about 20 miles north, on the coast, and 
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is connected by a military cable. Lake 
bano (Lanao) is situated about 25 miles 
northeast of Malabang in the interior. 


Malvar Yields Unconditionally. 


Manila, April 16.©General Malvar Has 
unconditionally surrendered to Brigadier 
General J. Franklin Bell, at_Lipa, Ba- 
tangas province, with the entire insurgent 
force of the provinces of Laguna and 
Batangas. General Bel] says his (Bell's) 
influence is sufficient to quell the insur- 
rectionary movements in. Tayabas and 
Cavite provinces and capture all those 
in the field who have not ‘yet: surrender- 
ed; but Malvar has ordered the cuom- 
plete surrender of every insurgent to the 
nearest force. . ag 

General Wheaton, reporting to the dl- 
vision headquarters, says that all resist- 
ance in his department has ended, and 
that the surrenders just announced mean 
that the ports will be opened, and that 
the Filipinos in the detention camps 
can be allowed to return to their homes 
in time to plant the crops. 

General Wheaton is especially pleased 
with General Bell’s care of the natives 
confined in the camps. The officers in 
charge are held personally responsible 
for the quality and quantity of the food 
served out and for the general welfare 
of the. occupants of the camps. 

After scouring the mountain passes 
General Bell employed volunteer bolomen 
for protection against Ladroneism.  Num- 
bers of Filipinos volunteered and’ express- 
ed the liveliest satisfaction at the treat- 
ment accorded to themg@®ives and their 
families, who were in the concentration 
camps. 

Bell’s Arduous Work. 

General Wheaton gives General Bell 
great credit for his indefatigability in 
conducting the campaign. He was in 
the field, on horseback, day anda night, 
personally superintending the most ardu- 
ous operations. 

The people of Manila are delighted at 
the prospect of a resumption of trade 
with the pacified provinces and are anx- 
lous to show Generals Chaffee, Wheaton 
and Bell their appreciation of the fact 
that the insurrection is really over. 

About 3,300 rifles have been received 
by the American officers in Batangas 


and Laguna provinces during the past 
four months.

PLATT SUBSTITUTE BILL 
ADUPTED IN ITS PLACE 


Platt Substitute Practically Extends 
Provisions of the Present Ex- 
clusion Law — Hoar Only 
Senator To Vote Against 
Substitute Bill.

Washington, April 16.—(Special.)—The 
result of the vote on the Chinese exclusion 
bill was a decisive victory for those who 
have opposed the extreme position coming 
from the Pacific coast and who have be- 


lieved our interests could be more com- 


pletely safeguarded by the reenactment 


of the Geary law. Under this the in- 
terests of American labor are fully pro- 
tected and there is no danger of a breach 
in the friendly relattons between the 
United States and China. Of course the 
effect of this is simply to postpone the 
fight until the expiration of the present 
treaty with China, when the whole ques- 
tion must be gone into again. The de- 
cisive character of the vote in the senate 
today seems to indicate that the house 
must in the end agree with today’s action. 


Substitute Adopted. 

Instead of the drastic Chinese exclusion 
bill originally framed by the senators and 
representatives from the Pacific coast 
states, which met defeat, the senate sub- 
stituted a measure offered by Mr. Platt, 
of Connecticut, extending the provisions 
of the present exclusion law, and also 
applying that exclusion to all insular ter- 
ritory under the jurisdiction of the United 
States. The vote by which the substitute 
took the place of the original bill was, 
yeas 48 to nays 33. 

Onnee thé substitution had been made all 
senators foined in its support with the 
single exception of Mr. Hoar, the sub- 
stitute being passed—76 to 1. The friends 
of the substitute showed their strength 
throughout the voting on. amendments 
that preceded final action and succeeded 
in preventing any material change in its 
features. Some minor changes were made, 
admitting Chinese persons connected with 
national expositions and providing for 
certificates. of identification of Chinese 
in our insular possessions. Otherwise, 
however, the substitute passed substan- 
tially in the form that Mr. Platt present- 
ed it.

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PLACE IN THE CABINET. | 
ASKED FOR THE SOUTH 


Constitution's Agitation of Right of This Section to 
Representation May Bring Results-=Pritchard, 
_ Blackburn and Moody Make Appeal.

ASHINGTON, April 16.—(Spe- 
W esp Constitution’s agitation 

of the right of the south to repre- 
sentation in the cabinet may, perhaps, 
bring results. Senator Pritchard, of 
North OarolHina, has-taken an active in- 
terest in The Constitution's editorials, 
and today, in company with Representa- 
tives Blackburn and Moody, of his state, 
calied at the white house for the pur- 
pose .of laying the matter before the 
president. 

Senator Pritchard pointed out that one- 
‘third of the country, in point of popula- 
tion. is practically ignored in the pres- 
ent make-up of. cabinet, and he argued 
the impossfbility of the republicans gain- 
ing headway in the south with such 
a sectional line drawn. He said that 
in urging the matter he represented all 
the southern republicans not only in pub- 
lic, but’in private Mfe. While he had 
friends whom: he might urge for such a 
position, he sald that he did not speak 
in the interest of any candidate. In 
this connection it has developed that Sen- 
ator Pritchatd himself was offered a 
place.in the McKinley cabinet, but he has 
told his friends that he would not, under 
any circumstances, take such a place. 
He still hopes for a turn in the political 
tide in North Carolina which will return 
him to the senate. He believes, however, 
that the appointment of a southern man 
to the cabinet would increase his own 
‘chances: . 

Senator ‘Pritchard said after his con- 
ference with the president that it was 
impossible to say whether anything would 
be done on the lines he had urged. With 
regard to’ possible ‘southern timber, he 
mentioned ,Captain: Price, -of. Salisbury, 
and Judge Bynum, of Greensboro,.in his 
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own state, as excellent men for such a 
position, and said there were a number of 
republicans in each of the southern states 
worthy of such an honor. He repeated, 
however, that he was arguing in favor 
of no one man,

IRELAND AND ROOT CONFER 


And, as Result of Conference, Gov- 
ernor Taft Will Be Sent 
to Rome. 


Washington, April 16.—Archbishop Ire- 
land, of St.‘Paul, had a conference with 
Secretary Root today following a talk 
he has had with the president respect- 
ing the Philippine friar lands question. 

It was the idea of Archbishop Ireland 
and Bishop O’Gorman to have this com- 
plex question settled directly at Rome 
instead of through: the archbishop of 
Manila who, they pointed out, would 
have been obliged to délay proceedings 
greatly by frequent referenge of every 
important phase of the negotiations to 
his superiors at the yatican. 

The government ‘here has come to ac- 
cept the Ireland and O’Gorman view as 
the most businesslike proposition and 
that is why Governor Taft will stop at 
Rome on his way back to Manila and 
endeavor to arrange directly the basis 
for an agreement for the transfer of the 
lands to the Philippine government in 
trust for the Philippine people, 

Mgr. Sbarretti favored a settlement of 
the question at Manila, in which case 
h ewuold have been appointed archbish- 
op, and would have undertaken the work 
himself in behalf of the religious orders, 
but the decision in favor of Rome will 
involve a change in his plans. 


TO RENOVATE WHITE HOUSE. 


Mrs. Roosevelt Will Have It Done on 
Artistic Lines. 
Washington, April 16.—For the first time 
since President Arthur’s administration 
the white house is to have a thorough 
renovation on artistic lines. Mrs. Roose- 
velt has had her attention called to the 
building and to pressing need of new 
furnishings and adornments to make the 
place suitable for entertainment of large 
parties. One feature of the plan of reno- 
vation is to turn the great east room into 
a state dining room, which can also be 

used as a ball room. 

The white house dining service is a 
strange conglomeration of antique and 
modern glass, silver and porcelain. The 
new service Which is wanted will be of 
Sevres porcelain. Much new furniture of 
modern style is required in place of the 
nondescript types now in portions of the 
house devoted to social uses. To defray 
the expense of this undertaking an esti- 
mate of about $30,000 was submitted to 
congress and as reported today the sun- 
dry civil bill contains the necessary allot- 
ment. 


RATES ON COTTON SHIPMENTS. 


Hubbard Charges Discrimination and 
Favors the Corliss Bill. 

Washington, April 164.—8. T. Hubbard, 
president of the New York cotton ex- 
change, argued before the house commit- 
tee on commerce in favor of the passage 
of the Corliss bill to increase the powers 
of the interstate commerce commission. 

Mr. Hubbard gave some interesting il- 
lustrations of the aiscrimination of rates 
of shipments of cottor partly by water 
to domestic and foreign ports, and con- 
tended that the commission should have 
the same power over water as over land 
rates of trarsportation.

SHARE COMING TO SOUTH 


Geological Survey To Expend $250,- 
000 on Water Resources, 


WORK OF BACON AND CLAY 


Item of Particular Interest to Section 
of Georgia Dependent on Ar- 
tesian Wells.

Washington, April 16.—(Spectal.)—At 
the instance of Senators Bacon and Clay 
the senate committee on appropriations 
inserted in the sundry civil bill, which 
was reported to the senate today, a 
provision appropriating $250,000 to be 
expended by the geological survey in 
improving the water resources of the 
country. This item is of = interest 
to those who rely upon artesian 
well water for domestic purposas. 
It is especially important to Georgia, 
South Carolina and other states who 
depend largely upon the development of 
artesian wells for their water supply. 

The house bill only provided $100,000 
and it provided that the money should be 
expended in the development of the water 
supply ‘in arid and semi-arid districts.” 
The senate struck out the language 
quoted so that the money may now be 
used without any reference to arid or 
semi-arid sections of the country. But 
for this change in the bill the southern 
etates would have been excluded from 
the benefits of the approprtations. Not 
only have-the Georgia senators, with 
the aid of Representatives Livingston 
and Adamson, secured a change in the 
wording of the bill, but they have also 
obtained an additional $150,000 for the 


purpose, 3

Idea Strongly Indorsed. 
JOHN W. GRANT: “I have read The 
Constitution’s editorial and indorse. the 
idea thoroughly. In the event of a merger 
some such action by the stiaté I deem as 


absolutely essential. Not only would the 
state’s property be protected, but the 
building of the road to the coast would 
have the effect of lessening the existing 
discrimination against Atlanitta in the 
matter of freight rates.’”’ 

CAPTAIN J. W. ENGLISH: “Provided 
Atlanta can get the proper western con- 
nections, I think the plan an admirable 
one. Without good connections in the 
west and at the coast the road would be 
simply a drain on the state.’’ 

FORREST ADAIR: “It is only a ques- 
tion of time when all the railroads of 
this country will, I think, be in a pool 
or a community of interests and will be 
manipulated from Wall street to suit 
the speculators. For this reason it is 
imperative that the state of Georgia do 
everything possible to protect its road 
from the effects of such a combine. By 
extending the road to the coast, the state 
road would be a competitor and would 
not be at the mercy of the combine, 
whereas it otherwise would. When the 
state of Georgia granted the charter 
to the Southern it seriously jeopardized 
its property in the interest of competi- 
tion. It ought now, by all means, to 


protect it in every way.” 

COUNCILMAN J. FRANK BECK. “The 
plan is one I have always thought favor- 
ably of and which I have looked into 
thoroughly from time to time. The Con- 
stitution’s editorial is a splendid one and 
on exactly the right line.” 

Chairman J. K. Orr Talks. 

J. K. QRR: “I consider the suggestion 
an excellent one. The present situation 
points clearly to a combination of all 
the larger railroads at no distant date. 
This will mean the death of competition 
and the people will not be long in ex- 
periencing the harmful results that will 
ensue from such an event. 

“This is a matter that is of extreme 
interest to all thé people of Georgia and 
the proposition that the state prepare 
to defend itself against the railroad trust 
will, I am sure, meet with popular ap- 
proval. 

“The Western and Atlantic has proved 
a paying investment, but if it is bottled 
up at both ends I am afraid that it will 
not pay long. If the road can be financed 
I can see no reason why it should not 
be built. And I am sure that it can be 
financed. 

“By working the state convicts, whose 
gervices are at present practically given 
away, the cost of constructing the road 
could be reduced almost ‘to the cost of 
the material. The state would gain a 
splendid piece of property, it would in- 
sure the value of its present road, and 
at the same time would be in a posi- 
tion to force the combined roads to give 
just rates to all its people.’’ 

L. H. BECK: “The Constitution’s sug- 
gestion is an excellent one. For many 
years I have thought that the people 
of Atlanta should on their own account 
build a road to tidewater in order to 
guarantee just freight rates to the mer- 
chants of this city, and through them 
to the people of the state. 

“The rumored combination of the ‘wo 
big railroad systems adds an altogether 
new feature to the situation. Now we 
not only need protection from unjust 
rate discrimination. The state must do 
something to protect its road between 
Chattanooga and Atlanta. 

“I have not had time to give the mat- 
ter any great amount of study, but from 
what I have gathered i would be alto- 
gether feasible for the stage to construct 
Buch a road and no one will doubt the 
value that it would have both as an in- 
vestment and as a factor in insuring 
just rates. 

“The construction of such a line should 
appeal to the people of the whole state, 
for no matter through what section it 
passes the entire state will be benefited 
by it.

PEACE COMES 
VERY SLOWLY 


No Definite Developments in 
Regard ‘to the South Afri- 
can Negotiations. 


REPRESENTATION WANTED 
BY LEADERS OF THE BOERS 


But the Demand Is Opposed by the 
British — Communication from 
the Boers Is Discussed by 
the British Cabinet 
Officers. 


London, April 16.—The Associated Press 
hag excellent authority for saying that 
up to a late hour tonight there have been 
no definite developments in the matter 
of peace negotiations. The Associated 
Press learns that Lord Milner, the Brit- 
ish high commissioner in South Africa, 
has defined certain propositions on which 
peace may almost immediately be se- 
cured, but the cabinet, at its meeting to- 
day, is said to have disagreed upon the 
merits of Lord isilner’s terms. 

“Sparring for time,’’ best describes the 
present status cy the negotiations, neith- 
er side being willing to risk a decision 
which would break off the present confer- 
ence. An agreement may be reached at 
any moment, but this would more liacely 
be the result of semi-independent action 
by Lord Milner and Lord Kitchener at 
Pretoria, than of the rather involved 
conditional decisions of the cabinet at 
London. 

Great Britain’s Terms. 

The broad ijiines of Great Britain's terms 
are now known to the government repre- 
sentatives et Pretoria, and on these re- 
ports the cabinet is apparently shifting 
the responsibility of taking advantage 
of all opportunities, provided no cardinal 


The government has ordered the cable 
and telegraphic lines between London and 
Pretoria to be kept clear to. insure the 
prompt transmisston of Lord Kitchener's 
messages. 

There is good reason to believe that the 
Boers are vigorously demanding a repre- 
sentative government, and that this de- 
mand is opposed with equal vigor by the 
British representatives. It is understood 
that the Boers strongly object to the 
long delay propos by Great Britain be- 
fore a representative government be 
granted the former republics, and that 
they also insist on the number of Boer 
seats in the council being specified. 

It is expected that the cabinet will re- 
assemble tomorrow to discuss the matter 
further. ‘ 

Message from the Boers. 

The British cabinet held another meet- 
ing today for the purpose of considering 
a communication from the Boer represen- 
tatives, who are now at Pretoria, and a 
message from Jord Milner, the British 
high commissioner in South Africa. The 
session was extremely ‘brief. 

After the cabinet meeting Lord Salis- 
bury, the premier, had an audience with 
King Edward at Buckingham palace, and 
stayed to lunch with his majesty. The lat- 
ter afterwards went to Sandringham. 

Later it was asserted that the commu- 
nication from Lord Milner, consjdered at 
the cabinet meeting, contained the first 
clear statement of the attitude of the Boer 
leaders, who ‘hitherto had not agreed on 
the peace terms they would accept.

Belgian Mobs Again in Con- 
flict With the Troops 


Pynamite Is Used on the Railroad 
Track—Believed That the Gov- 
ernment Will Reject the 
Proposed Revision of 
the Constitution. 


Brussels, April 16.—The. galleries of the 
chamber of deputies were filled to their 
capacity today when the debate on the 
proposed revision of. the constitution be- 
gan. M. Bernaert, the former president 
of the chamber, and secretary of state, 
opened the discussion. He was freqaent- 
ly interrupted by M. Van Der Velde, 
the socialist leader, with shouts of “unl- 
versal suffrage is supreme.’”’ 

M:. Bernaert expressed the belief that 
the present Belgian electoral system was 
satisfactory. 

After the speech ,of M. Bernaert, and 
a speech delivered” by M. Ferron, pro- 
gressist, which monopolized the entire 
séssion 2nd fell very flat, the opening 
day of the debete on the proposed re- 
vision of the cor stitution ended in what 
was almost a flasco. The members were 
evidently waiting for the delivery of the 
speeches of the socialist and liberal! lead- 
érs and the response of the premier, M. 
De Smet de Mayer, tomorrow and Fri- 
day, when it is expected a vote will be 
t2ken which will instill life into the par- 
llamentary proceedings. 


Government Won’t Yield. 


The promised great demonstration in 
the streets on the adjournment of th2 
chamber dwindled to the appearance of 
200 persons, who accompanied the soctal- 
ist deputies to the office of their organ, 
Le Peuple, where M. Van Der Velde, 
from a window addressed the crowd. 

The collapse of the proposed demon- 
Stration was traceable to the drenching 
rain and overwhelming precautions taken 
by the police, which seem to place fur- 
ther serious disturbances in Brussels out 
of the question. 

A feeling is gaining grourd that the 
gcvernment will entirely reject the pro- 
posed revision of the constitution. 

Prince Albert, son of the count 
Flanders end heir presumptive to 
throne of Belgium, is a major in 
Crenadier Guards, at present held 
reediness for emergencies. The prince 
declined a proposition to /be replaced 
tcmporaril§ as major of the grenadiers. 
He sald: “If my men are called to a post 
or danger it will be my duty to lead 
the m.”’ 

Dispatches from Liere announce that 
2,000 striking miners and steel workers 
at Seralng had a conflict with the troons 
there. The solciers charged and the 
Strikers retaliated with a fusillade of 
sicones. Some of the rioters finally sought 
refure in the taverrs, which were 
¥v recked. 


Dynamite Is Used. 

A dynamite cartridge was explceded dur- 
ing the dav on the railroad track near 
Arion. The explosior badly damaged 
‘the railroad bridge, but traffic was not 
interrupted. 

Sericus discrders huve oceurred§ at 
Cockerils, in the. coal fields of Seraing. 
A detachment of lancers was compelled 
to repeatedly charge a mob numbering 
about two thousand persons engaged in 
throwing stones at the troons. Many 
people were injured. The cafes tn whic 
rioters took rufuge were sacked. 

This evening it was announced that 
15¢,000 were out cn strike in the districts 
Cf Mons, Chaleroi and Liege alone. 
Many men have stopped work in other 
sections of the country. but it is difficult 
tc accurately estimate their numbers. It 
is known, however, that 5,009 men have 
struck at Antwerp.

THE BANKS OF MISSISSIPPI. 


TWELVE NEW ONES HAVE 
OPENED SINCE JANUARY. 


There Are Now 124 State dnd Many 
National Banks in That 
Commonwealth.: 


cording to the official report of Banking 
Commissioner Cole, .twelve new state 
banks have been established in Mississip- 
pi since the 3lst of January.. There are 
now 124 banks of this class in the state, 
in addition to a large number of national 
banks. 

The financial showing of the state banks 
is an excellent criterion to the general 
prosperity of the commonwealth. The 
total assets of the 1% institutions is $26,- 
335,690.58, an increase of $856,938.98 over 
the statement filed on the 3ist of January. 
Loans and 4liscounts have increased $2,818,- 
931.44, and there has been an increase of 
$863,979.79 in sight exchange. Overdrafts 
secured hawe decreased $2,378,963.62. 

Under the heading of liabilities the 
aggregate shows that the capital stock 
of the 124 banks is $5,193,311.20, an increase 
of $517,059.56 over the last statement, and 
the greater portion of this is divided 
among the new banks. Surplus has in- 
creased $220,113.25, and individual de- 
posits show an increase of $1,159,113.94. 
Bills payable decrease $793,364.04. 

The excellent showing is accounted for 
in a great measure by the fact that a 
great bulk of the outstanding notes and 
collateral l@ans have been collected since 
the 8lst of January. 


NEW COUT IS NOT NEEDED. 


So Says Judge Speer Regarding One 
Proposed for Valdosta. 

Macon, Ga., April 16.—(Special.)—A let- 
ter writteg by Judge Emory Speer {fn re- 
ply to the official request of Hon. George 
W. Ray, chairman of the house judiciary 
committee, relative to the proposed act 
of congress creating a new judicial] di- 
vision of the southern district of Georgia 
at Valdosta, is reproduced herewith in 
part. 

The new division takes from the north- 
ern district the counties of Early and 
Miller, from the western division of the 
scuthern district the counties of Dough- 
erty, Baker and Mitchell, and from the 
eastern division the counties of Berrien, 
Brooks, Calhoun, Charlton, Clinch, Cof- 
fee, Decatur, Echols, Irwin, Lowndes, 
Thomas, Ware and Werth. 

It is understo§d that there may be an 
active contest between Valdosta and 
Thomasville as to which city shall have 
the new court in case it is created and 
while Judge Speer was recently in Wash- 
ington Mr. Griggs, in which district 
Thomasville is situated, informed him 
that he intended to attempt to secure the 
court four Thomasville. 

“The counties of Early ard Miller, in 
the northern district of Georgia,’’ says 
Judge Speer, ‘‘were for a Icng time in 
my district, and I am satisfied that I 
never had occasion to try a case from 
ether county. The counties of Baker, 
Berrien, Brooks. Charlton, Clinch, Cof- 
fee, Colquitt, Decatur, Echols, Irwin, 
Lowndes, Thomas, Ware and Worth are 
all in the eastern division of this dis- 
trict, and the counties of Dougherty, 
Mitchell and Calhoun are in the western 
division of the district. Dougherty, 
Mitchell and Calhoun have afforded very 
liitle litigation to the court at Macon, 
which is the headquarters of the western 
@ivision. I reeall but one really impor- 
tant case from Dougherty, the most pop- 
ulous of those counties, in the seventeen 
years I have been cn the bench, and thut 
has been disposed cf. 

‘In the western division, in addition 
to the counties above enumerated, there 
are also the counties of Appling, Bul- 
loch, Bryan, Camden, Chatham, Emanuel, 
Effingham, Glynn, Liberty, Montgomery. 
McIntosh, Pierce, Screven, Tattnall and 
Wayne. Since, usually I have no diffi- 
culty in disposing of all the business from 
all these counties of the eastern division 
in one term, never, I believe, lasting 
more than s?x weeks, there is no reason 
so far as the public business is_ con- 
cerned, for a new division at Valdosta. 
I doubt if there is a district in the Unit- 
ed States where the court is more com- 
pletely up with its work. We already 
have three divisions, with courts at Ma- 
con, at Augusta and at Savannah, and a 
fourth seems to me to be superfluous. 

“Besides, Valdosta is in a county which 
is bounded on the south, about 20 miles 
away, by the state of Florida, and while 
it is a thrifty and delightful little city, 
with an excellent population, there is no 
more reason why a United States court 
shouk) be there than at Thomasvilld, in 
the neighboring county 44 miles away, or 
at Americus, or Albany, or Waycross, or 
Cordele, all of which would like to have 
United States courts. 

“T venture to suggest that in Heu of 
a new court at Valdosta that congress 
should provide a handsome  postoffice 
building there. This, I think, would be 
a judicious investment of government 
funds, will be equally satisfactory to the 
people and will meet all the exigencies o 
the situation.” |

SPENCER WIRES A DENIAL. 


S. M. Inman Receives Telegram from 
Spencer Claiming That Southern 
Has No Interest in L. and N. 

President Samuel Spencer, of the 
Southern, yesterday wired S. M. Inman, 
of Atlanta, who is a director of the 
Southern Railway Company, that the 
Southern has nothing to do with the re- 
cent movement in Louléville aiid Nash- 
ville stock. He says that the Southern 


has no interest either present or pros- 
pectiye in the Louisville and Nashville. 
Mr. Spencer’s telegram is as follows: 
“S. M. Inman, Atlanta, Ga.: 

“The Louisville and Nashville situa- 
tion, which has been 60 prominently\ 
before the public and so much discussed 
in the newspapers in the past few days, 
is simply this: Mr. Gates and his asso- 
ciates, apparently without any consulta- 
tion with any railway interest in the 
south or elsewhere, and.entirely on their 
own account, bought in the open market 
large blocks of Louisville and Nashville 
stock, claimed now to be a clear ma- 
jority. 

“By reason of a large short interest, 
growing partially out of the sale by the 
Louisville and Nashville company, of 
50,000 shares—an authorized additional is- 
sue of treasury stock—which whs not 
listed and therefore not a good delivery 
on the exchange, a serious corner was 
imminent. J. P. Morgan & Co. were ap- 
pealed to to use their influence to pre- 
vent such a disastrous condition. After 
two days’ negotiations this has resulted 
in an agreement by which the Gates 
stock will be deposited with and placed 
under the control of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
as bankers anid not as representing any 
railway interest, and with no purpose 
except to conserve in the best possible 
way the general financial and business 
situation and avoid the serious compli- 
cations which have threatened. The 
Southern Railway Company has had and 
has no interest, directly or indirectly, 
present or prospective, in the purchase 
of the stuck or in its deposit as above 
with J. P. Morgan & Co. There is no 
contest for the control of the Louisville 
and Nashville by any other railway com- 
pany, and not likely to be any, certainly 
not by the Southern. I send you this 
in order that you may make the situa- 
tion clear to those who are interested, 
dni also to the public if, jin your judg-

COURT REFUSES REHEARING: 


Case of Texas Against Compress and 
Warehouse Company. 

Austin, Tex., April 16—The court of 
civil appeals has refused a rehearing in 
the case of the state of Texas against 
the Shippers’ Compress and Warehouse 
Company, of Fort Worth. 

In refusing the rehearing the court 
withdrew a 1ecent opinion declaring the 
anti-trust act of 1899 uncorstitutional: 
étating that cnly the acts of 1889 and 1495 
~€re unconstitutional; that the act of 1809 
dees not contain the provisions exempt- 
ing agricultural preducts and live stock, 
which rendered the Illinois act unconsti- 
tutional. The court says: . 

“In the original opinion, in disposing 
of this» case, we held that the law of 
199, creating and defining trusts, illegal 
combinations and monopolies, was uncon- 
stitutional. Upon reconsideration we have 
concluded that this statute was not in- 
volved in the case before us, and all ex- 
rressions in the original ofinion concérn- 
ing the invalidity and unconstitutionality 
of the statute laws of 1899 are withdrawn 
and no opinion is expressed by a quorum 
cf the court upon the cffect of that stat- 
ute, or authoritative ruling made con- 
cerning its constitutionality or unconsti- 
tutionality.’’

The bfide was the 
groom's stepmother, being his father’s 
fifth wife. She has two interesting chil- 
dren, who are now her husband's half 
brother and half sister. 

In early girlhood Mrs. McAllister mar- 
ried the father of her present husband, 
aman then advanced in years. 
came to Gorgia with the Fitzgerald col- 
ony and two years ago she obtained a 
divorce from her aged husband in Ir- 
win superior court, the court giving her 
the care of their two young children.

Savannah, Ga., April 16.—(Special.)— 
Highway robberies have been of nightly 
occurrence in Savannah for the last three 
or four days. There has not been a night 
in which three or four have not been re- 
ported. The police cannot apprehend the 
highwaymen. 

The climax was capped tonight at about 
10:30 o’clock, when R. W. Ellis, a New 
York traveling man, representing a safe 
manufacturing concern, was held up on 
Abercorn street by two negroes. One 
caught him with the strangle hold while 
the other went through his pockets, re- 
lieving him of a roll of bills amounting 
to $260. 

He was then released and made his way 
to his hotel. He reported the robbery to 
the police and they are at work on the 
case.

The other candidates an- 
nounced are as follows: For tax receiv- 
er—R. H. Ware, J. J. Reese, W. L. Rob- 
ertson; for tax collector—B. A. J. Smith. 
J. P. Woodruff, P. A. Carmical: for 
treasurer—R. 8. Justiss, G. W. Gable, 
L. S. Conyers, W. J. Kelly, J. R. Hub- 
bard. 

The primary election will occur June 
5, on Which date canididates for all of- 
fices will be voted for, including con- 
gressman. 

The district executive committee will 
meet at LaGrange tomorrow to fix a 
date for the convention to nominate a 
congressman and also to prescribe the 
manner in which delegates’ shall be 
chosen. Congressman Adamson has no 
opposition and the convention will be a 
tame affair.

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WIFE SEES HIM 
KILL HIMSELF 


Cornelius Richards, a Well 
Known Painter, of Colum- 
bus, Commits Suicide, 


REPORT OF GUN RANG OUT 
WHILE HIS WIFE PLEADED 


They Had Quarreled from Some Cause 
and He Had Made Former At- 
tempt To Shoot, but She 
Wrested Weapon from 
Him. 


Columbus, Ga., April 14—(Special.)—Cor- 
nelius Richards, a well known painter, 
aged 48 years, committed suicide tonight 
in the presence of his wife at their home 
on Fifteenth street in Linwood. 

They had been quarreling for some 
cause, and once before during the night 
he had taken out a pistol with the ex- 
pressed intention of killing himself. She 
wrested the weapon from him, but he 
secured possessios~ of it again. 

Richards and wife were alone in their 
hallway when neighbors heard her agon- 
ized words: ‘Don't shoot!” The next 
momengs there was a pistol shot, and rush- 
ing in they found him outstretched on the 
floor, dying. 

His pistol wes lying by his side. He 
shot himself through the right eye, and 
death resulted almost instantly. 

Richards had employment <@d only to- 
day received a telegram offering him a 
good situation at Alabama City. It is 
thought that his mind was somewhat af- 
fected. He leaves no children. Two 
brothers and two sisters survive him, and 
he also had an uncle, Warren Richards, 
who lives near Macon. 


NEGRO IS TAKEN IN FLORIDA. 


He Is Wanted for Crime Committed 
on Ogeechee Road. 

Savannah, Ga., April 16.—(Special.)— 
Richard Young, one of the negroes who 
made the night attack on Mrs. Lilla 
Fountain and her 16-year-old son, Dower, 
some three weeks ago, at their store on 
Ogeechee road, has been arrested in Miami, 
Fla. Deputy Sheriff T. J. Sweeney, arm- 
ed with requisition papers, has gone for 
the man. 

James Stewart, another of the negroes, 
has been tried and sentenced to the pen- 
itentiary for life. ,Doss Young, who was 
shot by young Fountain, has since hiad 
his wounded leg amputated and is in a 
hospital at Waycross, where an officer has 
gone to arrest him. 

Another negro, John Staley, who is be- 
Meved to have been in the gang that 
made the attack, is in jail here. Allen 
and Addison Stewart, the nemaining mem- 
bers of the gang, have not been locat- 
ed. Young Fountain was killed in the 
attack, receiving a blow on the head from 
a cudgel and dying the following diay 
from its effect. His mother was struck 
a blow on the head that threatened her 
life. Richard Young and James Stewart, 
it is claimed, were the two who wielded 
the cudgels. The others, it is alleged, 
were to have participlated in the sackIng 
of the store. 


WRECK ON THE GEORGIA ROAD. 


Six Cars Demolished and Two Hun- 
dred Yards of Track Torn Up. 

Sparta, Ga., April 16.—(Special.)—The 
eastbound Georgia freight train, due here 
at 10:30 o'clock this morning, going east, 
was wrecked 4 1-2 miles from here last 
night. 

The track was torn up for about 200 
yards and six cars demolishey 

The work of clearing the track was 
begun at once. Both trains were trans- 
ferring all day. At 6 o’clock this even- 
ing traffic was resumed and by 10 o’clock 
tonight the wreckage had been removed. 
None were killed.

Waycross, Ga., April 16.—Memorial day 
will be properly observed in Waycross 
and the memory of the confederate dead 
will be honored. The Daughters of the 
Confederacy, Confederate Veterans and 
the pupils of the public schools of Way- 
cross will unite in the celebration. 

The committee of arrangements appoint- 
ed by the Francis S. Bartow chapter, of 
the Daughters of the Confederacy, held a

It was decided that 
that organization would assist in every 
Possible way to carry out the programme 
prepared by the United Confederate Vet- 
erans’ Association.

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DEMOCRATS OF WILKES MEET. 


The Object Was To Name New Exec- 
utive Committee. 

Washington, Ga., April 16.—(S;cial.)— 
Pursuant to a call of the demvwcratic 
executive committee of Wilkes the dem- 
ocrats of the county gathered at the 
court house at noon in mass meeting to 
name a new executive committee and ar- 
range for a primary. A. 8. Anderson 
was elected temporary chairman. 

A committee, consisting of Hon. F. H. 
Colley, J. W. Chapman, Sim Booker, oO. 
L. Fortson and Captain J. H: Fitz- 
patrick, was appointed to name the com- 
mittee of forty-eight from the various 
militia districts which will serve as the 
new executive committee. The commit- 
tee of forty-eight elected R. O. Barksdale 
chairman and J. R. Dyson, secretary. 

In the choice of a chairman and the new 
executive committee a lively fight wag 
precipitated between the dispensary and 
anti-dispensary advocates. In every con- 
tested point the dispensaryites won. The 
new committee wil use every legitimate 
means to further the interest of the fight 
for dispensary, it is said.

SOUTHERN NEGRO CONGRESS. 


About 600 Delegates Will Be Present 
at Dallas. 


Galveston, April 16.—It is expected 
there will be about 600 delegates at the 
southern negro congress, which will con. 
vene in this city July 15. 

Among them will be some of the 
most prominent negroes of the south- 
ern states. They will be appointed by 
the governors of the respective states, 
ten from each congressional district, 
and five at large‘from each of the states 
that will be represented. 

The first session of the congress was 
heki at Jackson, Miss., about a year 
ago. The object of the convention is 
to create a better feeling between the 
races and to foster any move for the 
uplifting of the negro race.

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MADE MONEY ON SUGAR CANE. 


L. S. TURNER, OF WEST POINT, 
TALES INTERESTINGLY. 


Nine Acres of Cane More Remuner- 
ative Than Rest of Large 
Farm. 


Columbus, Ga., April 16.—(Special.)—L. 
S. Turner, a prominent manufacturer 
and planter of West Point, declares that 
he made more clear money last year off 
nine acres of cane than he did from all 
the rest of his farm of twenty-five plows. 
In a letter describing his methods of 
cultivating cane he says: 

“We first plow up the ground as 
deep as we can, then lay off the rows 
with a large turn plow. I find it better 
to lay off two rows about 18 inches or 
2 feet apart, and then skip say 4 1-2 feet 
and put two more rows. The reason 
this is done fis on account of blowing 
down when it gets top heavy, and by 
having two rows close together they 
support each other. I put in 200 pounds 
of acid and 200 pounds cotton seed meal 
per acre and run a small scooter to 
mix the acid and meal with the earth. 
(If the cane comes in contact with the 
meal it will kill it.) Then I cover deep, 
and just before it is ready to come up 
I take a board and knock it off like you 
would do cotton, or, if you have a har- 
row, it is better than the board. Then 
on the second plowing I put 100 pounds 
more acid and meal. I find that the last 
100 pounds does more good than the 200 
pounds. 

“I cultivate same as corn—plowing 
deep the first time and shallow the other 
polwings. I am planting today; will 
plant fifteen or twenty acres this year. 
I planted nine acres last year and it 
made more clear money than I made on 
the rest of the farm which I run—twen- 
ty-five plows.’’ 


THREE SUSPECTS RELEASED. 


Connection with Ogeechee Road Mur- 
der Is Wot Established. 
Savannah, Ga., April 16.—(Special.j— 
John F. Gans and Benjamin F. Nelson, 
white men, charged with the murder of 
Michael Shrenk and Jake Carter in 
Shrenk’s store, on the Ogeechee road, 16 
miles from Savannah, the night of Feb- 
luary 28 last, were dismissed by Justice 

Bevans this morning. 

Thomas Hargraves, who was arrested 
in connection with the same murders, 
Vas given a hearing by Justice Nobie 
Jones and he was also acquitted. 

These acquittals released from custody 
thie only parties who have been arrested 
in connection with’ one of the worst 
crimes ever committed in Chatham coun- 
ty, end it seems now that the officers 
have no further clew to work upon, Tha 
polic2 officers who made the arrests siy 
today that they did not have their most 
important witnesses for the trial and that 
the hearing was held before they ware 
entirely ready. They madeno propositioa 
to Judge Bevans, however, or to Judge 
Jcnes for a continvance. 

A tremendous crowd from the Black 
Ankle districts, where the murder was 
committed, gathered about the magis- 
trate’s court and there was great inter- 
est shown in the trial.

Let Us See Who Has Been Convicted. 


To the People of Georgia: 

I have thus far accepted Mr. Glenn’s 
preference to discuss matters between us 
in the press of the state, rather than 
before a committee, as suggested original- 
ly in the speech I had the honor to make 
in the Grand opera house. 

Mr. Glenn has sought to make answer 
to my charge “‘that~he had issued a per- 
manent license to a certain man, without 
examination, and that said license had 
been recalled on the demand of a county 
board of education.’ Mr. Glenn has ad- 
mitted before-the public that he did is- 
sue such license to Mr. Farr; and that 
he did recall it upon demand made by a 
county board of education. This being 
true, Mr. Glenn is conwicted, not ‘‘out of 
the mouth of his own witnesses,’’ but by 
his own positive and direct declaration. 

The illegality of this action on the part 
of Mr. Glenn is clearly set forth in a 
communication by ex-Governor Northen, 
which appeared in The Constitution of the 
15th instant. 

The commissioner has undertaken to de- 
ny my second charge, through the pub- 
lication of a letter addressed to him by 
Professor D. Q. Abbott, of the State Nor- 
mal School, 

Mr. Abbott's course in this matter forces 
me to a very unpleasant duty, that I 
had hoped to avoid by having the proofs 
of all my charges against Mr. Glenn sub- 
mitted to a committee for investigation 
and judgment. As Professor Abbott was 
‘‘very busy adjusting’’ himself to his new 
duties in Athens, and he can not def- 
initely recall to whom he addressed the 
letter, a part of which I have already 
given to the public, possibly his mind can 
be fully refreshed, both as to the name 
of the party to whom he was writing, and 
more particularly as to the character of 
license he was then discussing by having 
the public to know exactly what inquiry 
was made of him, and the reply he made 
thereto: 


September 25, 1901. 
Professor D. Q. Abbott, Athens, Ga.: 

As you remember, Miss —— is now a 
student under Mrs. Alexander in the Bibb 
Normal School. She hopes to teach when 
she completes her course next summer. 
It is not probable that she can hope to 
get a good position in the Bibb schools be- 
cause of the want of personal influence 
which is usually brought to bear to ob- 
tain such positions, and she will wish 
a state license in the hope of obtaining 
a good position in Monroe or some other 
county adjacent to her home. Mr. ——— 
told me that his daughters received state 
licenses upon presentation of their diplo- 
mas from Mrs. Alexander, without stand- 
ing any examination. Is it true that 
Miss ———— may expect to receive a simi- 
lar favor when she completes her course?

tees of the Elam Alexander Normal 
School, the authority to exercise such 
prerogative. Let Mr. Abbott tell the 
people of Georgia, through the State 
School Commissioner, if he so desires, 
from whom he received the authority ‘‘to 
give State licenses to the graduates of 
the Elam Alexander Normal School with- 
out examination.”’ 

Let it be remembered that I charged, 
and have all the time been discussing a 
state license. It will be seen in Mr. 
Abbott’s letter, quoted above, he was 
answering an inquiry about a state li- 
cense. In his letter to Mr. Glenn, pub- 
lished as a part of Mr. Glenn's recent 
ecard, in the ‘‘confusion of his mind” 
he writes about a county license. With 
this I have nothing to do; and I now ask 
Mr. Abbott to write another letter té the 
commissioner covering directly the pofMts 
at issue between us. 

In conclusion, I wish to say that this 
correspondence has already grown too 
voluminous. To continue it will only 
weary the public, as well aS draw atten- 
tion from other issues just as important 
as the irregular methods of the state 
school commissioner. If witnesses could 
be made to testify before a comnvetent 
tribunal, such as proposed by me. the 
people of Georgia would soon learn that 
T have not matte a charge that is not 
founded upon fact.

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From Slackwater to Tidewater. 

The Constitution’s editorial of yes- 
terday advocating the extension of the 
state road to the sea excited general 
and enthusiastic approval throughout 
the city. We doubt not that it will re- 
ceive equally hearty indorsement 
from the press and people throughout 
the state. 

The wisuom of the proposition can- 
not be successfully assailed from any 
quartet. The state is in duty bound 
to protect the property of her people 
and to insure the objects for which 
they built and have maintained their 
ownership in the road from Atlanta to 
Chattanooga. Those objects were 
mever more vital or imperative than 
they are today in the light of the 
movements making in the railway 
world. 

It is plain that the railway people 
are combining their interests in a way 
to control competition, even to the 
point of: prohibiting it by the devices 
of which they are the absolute mas- 
ters. Naturally they doj| not avow 
that end, but all sane men know that 
whether the competitive systems are 
physically consolidated under a single 
management or not, the purpose and 
power to prevent competition will be 
one in the hands of the controllers 
whose “community of interest” in all 
the properties is beyond dispute. 

If the objects of consolidating the 
control of all the competitive lines in- 
volved under one directing power are 
to reduce operating expenses and 
maintain tariffs, those objects are 
commendable in themselves, perhaps, 
but they create in their accomplish- 
ment a power in the railway combine 
to dominate the entire field of railway 
traffic at their own pleasure, on their 
own terms, and in defiance of any 
rights the people may have to com- 
petition and the rational rates that 
active competition would produce. 

The foreshadowing of such a situa- 
tion is the warning which The Consti- 
tution urges the people of Georgia to 
heed by prompt action to render them- 
selves independent of any railway 
combine. Instead of allowing the 
present state road to become a “dead 
horse” in the game at the end of the 
present lease, the people can, by ex- 
tending it ahead of that time, from At- 
lanta to deep water on the coast, con- 
struct a trunk line that they can al- 
ways control and with which they can 
compel the full benefits of competitive 
rates into and out of the state from 
and to all quarters of the nation and 
the world. 

Georgians buy nothing from the out- 
side that cannot reach a Georgia port 
by sea from our eastern ports or those 
of Europe, South America and the Pa- 
cific coasts via the interoceanic canal 
soon to be built; or from the west by 
way of the river and slack water 
routes from Pittsburg, Ohio river 
ports, St. Louis and the Missouri ports 
of the great west as far as St. Paul. 

Altheugh we have the assurance 
that there is to be no consolidation of 
the Southern and the Louisyiile and 
Nashville systems, tha. assurance 
does not affect the argument in favor 
of a state trunk road between Chat- 
tanooga and a Georgia Atlantic port. 
The object in building that line would 
not be to antagonize in any sense the 
systems that now or may hereafter 
‘exist in Georgia. They have done 
well by and deserve well from the 
state as promoters of travel, traffic, 
population and industries. The, peo- 
ple of Georgia will always deal with 
them fairly and even generously. 
There is not now and need not be in 
the future any anti-railway crusade in 
this state. 

But the fact remains that the rail- 
Ways not owned by the state will con- 


tinually seek their own interests first, | 
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and while they are combining, or op- 
erating under “community of interest” 
agreements, however legal, the state 
should also look to the interests of 
her property and the prosperity of 
her people. She can best subserve 
these great ends by the creation of 
the line from Atlanta , to the sea, 
which will give her under her own 
control a safety-valve road from one 
end of the state to the other—a line 
so valuable and so helpful that its 
very suggestion is sufficient to arouse 
a unanimous verdict in its favor. 
i ie 

More About “Jakie, the Burner.”’ 

A conditional order has been sent 
to General Chaffee that may result 
in putting General “Jakie” Smith on 
trial before a courtmartial. The re- 
sult of the courtmartial in the case of 
Major Waller does not encourage a 
hope that General Smith will fare any 
worse than the acquitted marine ma- 
jor. But one good result may come of 
the trial and that will be the getting 
of a record under oath of the sort of 
war that our American officers have 
been prosecuting against the Fili- 
pinos. 

Mr. Jos: Ohl, the special represen- 
tative of The Constitution who was 
sent by us to the Philippines last 
summer, was the first correspondent 
of an American newspaper to tell the 
facts about our war policy in the 
islands. He wrote of the situation as 
he found it, personally observed it 
and heard it discussed by the officers 
engaged in the work of so-called “pac- 
ification.” Mr. Ohl gave circum- 
stances and places and dates, and 
quoted the names of the men whose 
opinions and operations were dealt 
with. For his full and unvarnished 
reports he was severely censured by 
newspapers of the imperialist type 
and army officers in Washington, who 
object to criticism. 

It was Mr. Ohl who reported 
through The Constitution the now no- 
torious remark of an officer of high 
rank in the Philippines that the Amer- 
ican Declaration of Independence is 
“a d—d incendiary doctiment,” and it 
was Mr. Ohl also who, when General 
Smith was sent to Samar, reported 
the comment of one of the most con- 
spicuous American officers in the fol- 
lowing words: 

“Now look out for Samar. The 
island will be black from one end 
to the other with dead Filipinos and 
nipa shacks. Jakie’s a burner.’’ 

The country is now looking on Sa- 
mar and realizing with amazement 
and indignation how “Ja@kie” has jus- 
tified the prophecy of his brother offi- 
cer. The people of the nation are 
justly outraged by the _ revelations 
made in the Waller courtmartial and 
in the testimony taken from returned 
officers and soldiers by the senate 
committee. It is not strange that the 
white house and the war department 
are taking alarm and making a dem- 
onstration to investigate the scandal- 
ous and bloody stories about “Jakie” 
and his exterminators. 

Courtsmartial may acquit Waller 
and “Jakie” on specious pretexts, but 
the American people will not acquit 
any administration that permits the 
murder of men, women and children 
over 10 years of age, burns their vil- 
lages and massacres prisoners, in or- 
der to establish an American policy of 
“benevolent assimilation.” Unless the 
president puts a stop to these sav- 
ageries the republican party will la- 
ment in its defeat that “the Jakie 
Smiths have done us much harm!” 


Southern Republicans Are Slurred. 

Some of our northern contempora- 
ries are disposed to jest at The Con- 
stitution’s protest against the policy 
pursued by republican presidents in 
ignoring the right of the south to 
proportional representation in the 
important offices of the government. 
They affect to think that we wish to 
see democrats so appointed. But we 
have always expressly disclaimed that 
reason for our protest. And when the 
republican press reminds us that “to 
the victors belong the spoils” we ad- 
mit that is the republican rule. 

But are there no republican victors 
in the south who are entitled to share 
in the spoils? Are republican victo- 
ries wholly won in the north? What 
is to be said of the republicanism of 
those southern men who maintain 
their party integrity in the midst of 
overwhelming democratic majorities 
in the south? Are they not to be 
counted among the victors when the 
party at large is successful? 

Take a view of the St. Louis con- 
vention of 1896 and see how the south- 
ern republicans made the nomination 
of McKinley possible. Had the south- 
ern delegates been eliminated from 
that convention Tom Reed or Morton, 
or some other man than McKinley, 
would have been its nominee and per- 
haps be serving his second term to- 
day. Are we to understand that 
southern republicans are fit only to 
make nominations and unfit to partic- 
ipate in the spoils when the nominee 
is elected? 

We contend that there is as good 
republican material for cabinet and 
other high offices to be found in the 
south as in the north. Right here in 
Georgia we have such a man as Wal- 
ter H. Johnson, a native of the state, 
a life-long republican, and a man who 
will hold his own by comparison with 
any man who sits in the cabinet. 
Why should he be shunted into a mere 
revenue collectorship, while less able 
and less deserving northern republi- 
cans are made cabinet secretaries, 
ambassadors afd heads of depart- 
ments? : 

What excuse can be given by any 
republican president for ignoring such 
an astute, courageous and statesman- 
like republican as Major John F. 
Hanson, of this state, and giving high 
offices that he would dignify and 
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adorn to third class politicians from 
New England and the wooly west? 
Or, on what grounds should a New 
York ward boss be given high rank 
in a@ government department, or a 
West Virginia country editor sent 
abroad as a minister, while such a 
stalwart and capable republican as 
Colonel Robert J. Lowry is passed by? 

We insist that in ignoring the 
claims of such republicans their party 
is doing despite to them as well as 
slurring the rights of the wHole south 
to @ proper representation in the pub- 
lic service.

The 
funds in the treasury.are at a pretty low 
ebb, and there will not be a sufficient 
amount on hand when all the specific 
taxes have been collected to make the 
full payment to the teachers. 
Treasurer ‘Park sald yesterday that 


nearly all the reports had been received | 


from tax collectors, and that within the 
next week or ten days he would have 
in the treasury all of the money that is 
coming from especial taxes and other 
sources at this time, It will require a 
little more than $300,000 to pay the teach- 
ers for their second month’s work this 
year, and when everything is collected 
there will not be enough cn hand to maxe 
the payment. 

Treasurer Park said it would probably 
be necessary to borrow to make the 
payment, though he could not tell how 
much at this time. Perhaps it will re- 
quire $100,000, and perhaps a little less. 
The governor, as is well Known, has au- 
thority to borrow to the extent of $200,000 
to meet temporary deficiencies, and there 
will be no trouble in getting the money 
when the time comes. The next payment 
to the teachers will probably not te made 
before the middle of May. 


Monday afternoon at 4:05 o’clock Ad- 
jutant General J. W. Robertson, Assist- 
ant Adjutant General Phil G. Byrd and 
about twenty members of the governor's 
etaff will leave the city for Albany to at- 
tend the military exercises on the occa- 
sion of the opening of the Albany chau- 
tauqua.

DEMOCRATS ARE ALL AT SEA 
AS TO CUBAN RECIPROCITY 


Minority Reports on Pending Measure Indicate Wide 
Divergence of Opinion--Is Reciprocity 
Democratic or Republicane 


Washington, April 16.—(Special.)—Dem- 
ocrats of the senate and house seem to be 
very much at sea on the question of Cu- 
ban reciprocity. The several minority re- 
ports made by members of the ways and 
means committe2 of the house indicate 
aout as wide a divergence as obtained in 
the supreme court of the United States 
over the insular questions; and while 
there can, of course, be but two results 
when it comes to voting, the men who 
will vote against the proposed reductions 
arrive at their decision by a diversity of 
routes just as the supreme court justices 
did in the cases which called forth so 
much criticism. 

Involved in the controversy which has 
been raised is a question which goes 
deeper than that of the tariff upon Cu- 
ban products. Is reciprocity in line with, 
or diametrically opposed to, the demo- 
cratic position on tthe tariff? Are the re- 
publicans correct in claiming it as re- 
publican doctrine and the “hand maiden 
of the protection,” or are the republi- 
cans stealing democratic thunder in mak- 
ing that claim? 

There is a wide difference among dem- 
ocratic leaders upon the questions in- 
volved on this question. Some of them 
declare with vehemence that reciprocity 
is distinctly republican and that the dem- 
ocrats who vote for it are playing into the 
hands of the enemy, Others are equally 
certain that true reciprocity being con- 
ducive to freer trade is, in all its es- 
sentiais, a part of the democratic faith, 
and these hold that no greater mistake 
could be made than to allow the republi- 
cans to take unto themselves the credit 
of being the true reciprocity party. 

The divergence of opinion over this 
question is going to be very completely 
aired in the debates upon the Cuban 
tariff bill both in the senate and the 
house, and the indications are that the 
fires of tariff debate, which have been 
smoldering for some .ime, will be fanned 
into flame. 

Jefferson Father of Reciprocity. 

In his minority report, in which he 
gives his reasons for voting in favor of 
the reduction for Cuba, Mr. McClellan, of 
New York, says: 

“Sincere and earnest  protectionists 
brush aside the absurdity that ‘reciproc- 
ity is the hand maiden of protection,’ and 
concede that it is a breach in the wali of 
prohibitive duties. Richard Cobden was 
accused of abandoning his principles when 
he negotiated the reciprocity treaty with 
France in 1860, yet 'time has amply vin- 
dicated him. Thomas Jefferson, whose 
democracy is unquestioned, was the first 
American to preach the doctrine of reci- 
procity, The first treaty of reciprocity 
was negotiated by Franklin Pierce, a 
democratic president, with the Dominion 
of Canada. The Hawatlian treaty of reci- 
procity was renewed by a democratic 
president, Grover Cleveland. The demo- 
cratic platform in 1882 proclaimed the 
democratic doctrine of reciprocity. Re- 
publican leaders have torn a leaf from 
the gospel of democracy as written by the 
derocratic evangelist, Thomas Jefferson, 
and tried to copyright it as they knew 
dispensation of republican dogma. The 
reciprocal feature of this bill may we'l 
cause republicans to hesitate, for it is 
the purest, most unadulterated democ- 
racy.” 

In his conclusion Mr. McClellan speaks 
of the Cuban bill as ‘fan enunciation of 
the democratic doctrine of reciprocity, a 
breach in the wall of protection, lower- 
ing in part. the preposterous Dingley 
rates.’’ 

As I have said, a good many other 
c€<mocrats agree with Mr. McCilel’an in 
pronouncing reciprocity a democratic doc- 
trine. Others, however, argue strongly 
to the contrary, giving the republicans 
credit for their claim that reciprocity is 
a logical and a legitimate part of the 
scheme of protection. 


Indorses Republican Claim. 

Mr. Robertson, of Louisiana, who is op- 
posed to the reduction carried in the bill, 
says nothing in his minority report about 
possible injury ‘to the Louisiana sugar in- 
dustry, but discusses the bill from the 
standpoint of democracy he under- 
stands it. At the outset he refers to the 
scheme of the bill as being conceived 
“under the sham republican policy of so- 
called reciprocity.’”” Of Chairman Payne's 
claim that ‘“‘the action of the committee 
is in entire accord with the reciprocity 
doctrine of the republican platform ard 
the declarations of President McKinley 
and President Roosevelt, involving no 
proposed revision of the tariff or ény- 
thing not estirely in harmony with the 
maintenance of the protective system,” 
Mr. Robertsen says: 

“This is the truth. Its a continuation 
of the apvroved republican doctrine of 
reciprocity; and I am astonished to find 
in the minority report of the gentleman 
from New York (Mr. McClellan), a dem- 
ocrat, that his third ‘veason for support- 
ing the bill is that ‘the bill fs an enuncia- 
tion of the democratic doctrine of reci- 
procity.’ er 

Discussing which of the two positions ig 
right with regard to this reciprocity bus- 
in~ess, Mr. Robertson continues: 

‘It seems to me that this kind of reci- 
procity is absolutcly impossible under a 
democratic tariff. Should the tariff ever 
be revised On ‘the line and plan of the 
principles of the democratic party, reci- 
procity would be entirely unnesessary 
and impossible, as the rates wou!d not 
be prohibitive, and the extension of our 
trade would as a natural consequence 
flow from the imposition of such tariff 
rates without the necessity of reciprocity. 
The democrats in their national plat- 
form in 1892 said: ‘We declare it to be a 
fundamental principle of the democratig 
party that the federal government has 
no cons.i-utional power to impose and 
eollect tariff duties except for the pur- 
pose of revenue only, and we demand 
that the collection of such taxes shall] be 
limited to the necessities of the govern- 
ment when honestly and economically ad- 
ministered.’ 

‘The imposition of a tariff for the pur- 
poses of reciprocity is in direct antago- 
nism to this declaration, which states 
that tariffs are levied for revenue pur- 
poses and are not levied for the purpose 
of anything else, either for protection or 
for reciprocity.”’ 

True and Sham Reciprocity. 

Mr. Robertson quotes section 4 of thé 
platform of 1892, which declares that trade 
interchange on the basis of reciprocal ad- 
vantages to the countries participating is 
a time-honored doctrine of ths democratic 
faith, but denounces what it called “the 
sham reciprocity which juggles with the 
people’s desire for enlarged foreign mar- 
kets and freer exchange by pretending 
to establish closer trade frelations for a 
country whose articles cf export are al- 
most exclusively agricultural producis 
with other countries thag are also agricul- 
tural, while erecting a custom house bar- 
rier of prohibitive tariff taxes against the

that stand ready to take our entire sur- 
plus product and to exchange therefor 
commodities which are necessaries and 
comforts of life among our people.’ 

Thet is also a part of the platform of 
1892 to which both sides in this contro- 
versy seem to go for consolidation. Mr. 
Robertson seems to think that the action 
of the democratic congress elected upon 
this platform in repealing the section of 
the M:Kinley law which provided for the 
republican type of reciprocity was ‘a 
definit2, well-defined and effective method 
of expressing the will of the democratic 
party on the question of such reciprocity 
as that contained in this bill.”’ 

Mr. Robertson declares that, from a 
political point of view, the bill is hybrid, 
violating the pledges of the republican 
party and carrying no principle of the 
democratic party. 

Mr. Cooper’s Views. 

Mr. Cooper, of Texas, in his minority 
report is equally severe with Mr. Robert- 
son in his condemnation of reciprocity 
on the ground that it is republican doc- 
trine. He statés one of the eight reasons 
why he opposes the bill in the following 
language: 

“It inaugurates the policy of reci- 
procity which, as now advocated by ine 
republican party, is as undemocratic as 
a tariff for protection, and which has 
been aptly called “the harndmaiden of 
protection.’ The democratic view has al- 
Ways been that tariffs should be laid 
fairly and equitably to raise revenue fur 
the support of the government. It is as 
much a perversion of the taxing wer 
to use it at a means to dicker and Sarees 
with other countries as it is to use it to 
protect favored industries against foreign 
competition. Tariffs should be framed for 
revenue and should be applied to all na- 
tions alike, enabling them to trade with 
uS upon terms of equality. Instead cf 
peace, amity and commerce with al] na- 
tions, entangling alliances with none,’ 
we will eter upcen a policy provocative 
of jealousies, dissensions, reprisals and re- 
taliation by foreign powers toward this 
country; and in the vortex, tariff reform 
and tariff for revenue will be lost sight 
of, to be supplanted by unscientific, un- 
fair and unequal tariff schedules. Reci- 
procity trade. rélations wil] necessarily 
result in a struggle here upon the part 
of powerful industries to obtain trade 
concessions abroed at the expense of 
Other industries which are less powerful 
at court, and in-such a contest the pow- 
erful interests will be Supreme and the 
weaker ‘go to the wall.’

Neither Republican Nor Democratic. 

Mr. Newlands, of Nevada. who SAYS 
he shall vote against the pill unless 
it includes an invitation to Cuba to 
become a part of the republic of the 
United States under our constitution 
and laws, has made a long minority re- 
port which {fn some respects is the ‘most 
interesting of all of those submitted. Mr. 
Newlands, who is classed in the present 
directory as a democrat, was first elected 
to congress as a republican and has 
until this congress been classed as of 
the “silver’’ party. He has always been 
ne a8 more or less a protection- 
st. 

In his minority report he devotes con- 
siderable space to a. discussion of the 
reciprocity question. He shows first 
that the phrase “the hand-mafden of 
protection,” was devised by republican 
politicians in order to appease many 
independent minds fearful less the high 
protective policy would limit and re- 
strain our foreign trade. He shows the 
insincerity of the republicans by alluding 
to the fact that many reciprocity treat- 
les have been made under the Dingley 
law, but none have been confirmed. 

Mr. Newlands takes the ground that 
reciprocity treaties are indefensible from 
any point of view. He holds that the 
fiscal system of a country should be 
stable, and that its rates of taxation 
should be imposed by the legislative 
body and not subjected to “the chang- 
ing action of the treaty-making power, 
controlled by sentiment or by interest 
in its relations with other countries.”’ 
He holds that no matter what party 
is in power, the interest of the country 
demand that there should be impartial 
trade with the outside world, taking 
the position that reciprocity means 
favored trade with certain nations. 

Doesn't Believe in Reciprocity. 

Mr. Newlands argues at some length 
against the policy of reciprocity, con- 
tending that it would promote enmity 
and jealousy of nations and no material 
good. In this portion of his argument 
he endeavors to show that reciprocity 
is not a legitimate part of a protective 
policy. Then he proceetis to argue that 
the tariff reformers should not be mis- 
led by the suggestion of reciprocity. He 
holds that it does not mean free trade, 
but instead means the increase of un- 
fairness, discrimination and inequality. 

‘In the case of Cuba,” he says, “‘it 
means that as Cuba acquires her present 
tariff forrevenue, she will be compelled 
to raise her tariff against other countries 
in order to favor us. The taiff she 
will thus fix will be a protective tariff— 
not a protection of her oWn industries, 
but a protection of our industries al- 
Yeady affected by the Dingley act—a 
double protection.’’ 

Continuing Mr. Newlands says: 

“The democratic party, therefore, 
should in my judgment take _ strong 
ground against reciprocal treaties of any 
kind. It should insist upon a revision 
of the tariff and upon tariff reform, 
and more particularly against that form 
of protection which enables the great 
and industrial combinations to prey up- 
on our domestic consumers, while giv- 
ing the outside world the benefit of 
reduced prices. Let the republican 
party pursue the ignis fatuus of reciproci- 
ty. It can never succeed, for reciprocal 
treaties will not be confirmed owing 
to the opposition of the interests which 
are sacrificed; and if inaugurated, this 
country will reap a crop of interna- 
tional envy, dislike, suspicion and dis- 
trust from which it will be hard to 
recover.” 

Democratic Differences To Be Aired. 

From the varieties of opinion shown 
in the reports from which I have quoted, 
some idea of the division in democratic 
ranks on this question of reciprocity 
may be gathered. The diversity of view 
upon this phase of the questions raised 
by the Cuban tariff serves to illustrate 
the differences of opinion held by demo- 
crats upon the tariff question in gen- 
eral. The debate on the Cuban Dill will 
bring out these differences if it does 


nothing else.

Fourteen new policemen were elected Sy 
the board of commissioners last night and 
a oareful selection added to the force as 
fine a body of men as has ever been elect- 
ed to patrol the city.

Commissioner Henry L. Collier will 
start to wotk today improving and. pui- 
ting in better repair the streets in the 
center of the city, which are now in such 
miserable conditicn. 


purpose only $2,500, a sum entirely inad- 
equate to put more than one or two of 
the worst streets in better shape. | 

Work will be begun on Alabama street 
first, and the Belgian blocks which are 
now so worn as to make them of no use 
will be taken up and replaced’ with new 
ones Those that can be turned over will 
be reused where possible. Pryor street 
at the railroad crossing and parts of 
Whiféhall street will also be repaired 
so as to level up the inequalities. 

The fact that the streets are to be re- 
paired will be learred with interest, even 
though the present amount of work is 
kut a modest beginning. For «many 
months Atlanta’s most important busi- 
ness thoroughfares have been in a deplor- 
able state that made the passage of 
teams at times not only difficult but dan- 
gerous. Mayor Mims has conducted a 
strong fight for more improvements and 
Mr. Collier has done everything in his 
power to carry out the demands of the 
mayor with the limited means at his 
disposal. The sum set aside originally 
for this purpose was exhausted months 
ago, but the improvement, so bad had 
the streets become, was scarcely notice- 
ehle. 

Mr. Collier, in speaking of the matter 
yesterday. said: 

“TI will make the $2,500 at the depar‘- 
ment’s disposal go as far as possible, 
and will be able to make the worst of 
the centrally located streets present a 
much better condition. With so small a 
sum, however, I cannot hope to make 
all of them as smooth as they should be. 
Many of the Belgian blocks have worn 
so smooth that it is impossible to turn 
them.”’

RESTORATION OF JEKYL’S 
HISTORIC SITES IS URGED 


URING her recent tour through 
[ ) sournern Georgia in the interest 
of the patriotic work being done 
by the Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution in Georgia, Mrs. Robert Emory 
Park, state regent, visited many historic 
sites, and discusses them in a most inter- 


esting manner 

“While at Jekyl Island, I was the guest 
of Mrs. Charles Stuart Maurice,” she 
said in a recent discussion of her trip. 
“Tt was through her patriotism and liber- 
ality the old fort or ‘tabby’ house estab- 
shed by Oglethorpe and commanded by 
Colonel] Horton on Jekyl Island has been 
beautifully restored. The walls have not 
been roofed but so substantially rebuilt 


that they will endure for generations. 
The letters ‘1738’ in iron tell the date of 
the structure erected by the wisdom of 
Oglethcrpe as an-outpost against the 
Spaniards, Mrs. Maur ce is regent of a 
chapter of D. A. R. in Pennsylvania, but 
her winter home being on our beautiful 
Georgia coast, her interest in Georgia 
history is as intense as in that of the 
Keystone State.” 

In reference to her visit to Brunswick 
Mrs. Park said: 

“I visited Mrs. Butts and met a num- 
of ladies who are making out their ap- 
plication papers for membership in our 
scciety. The most important work for 
them to do is to restore the old water 
battery of the fort built by Oglethorpe 
on Fredericka, which day by day is 
crumbling into. the encroaching water. 
One of the cannon left by Oglethorpe still 
stands sentinel over the spot sacred to 
patriotic memories and utterg a silent 
protest against the neglect by Georgians 
of the home of the great founder of their 
etate, who, in hig pure hearted philan- 
thropy, made every sacrifice and endured 
every hardship to establish the infant 
colony on a firm foundation. Two years 


a. 


ago, Captain Charles Wiley and several 
other gentlemen formed an association 
for the erection of a monument to Ogle- 
thorpe on St. Simons Island. Mrs. Mau- 
rice, of Pennsylvania, with her accus- 
tomed patriotism, subscribed to the ob- 
ject, but the project has not matured, 
owing largely, no doubt, to the formation 
of the Oglethorpe Monumental Assocla- 
tion in Savannah. Soon after Mr. E. 
C. Machen, general manager of the 
Brunswick and Birmingham Railroad, 
generously promised $100 to the Ogle- 
thorpe monument on §S8t. Simons, and 
also offered to aid in restoring the old 
fort. This is really the most pressing 
work before the Daughters of the Revo- 
lution in Georgia today, for it is work 
that can not wait if we would rescue 
the ancient fort from utter destruction.” 

“While I am aware,” continued Mrs, 
Park, “‘that several of the chapters have 
lccal objects of paramount interest, 
and that all are engaged in accumulating 
a fund for the Oglethorpe monument 
and for the memorial hall, it is my earn- 
est wish that each chapter bear in mind 
the pressing need of this work of rest- 
ration, and forward donations, if not 
from the chapters, from individual mem- 
bers either to the state regent or to 
Mrs. Harriet Butts, regent of the D. A. 
R., Brunswick, Ga. The smallest econ- 
tribution will be acceptable.”’ 

St. Simons Island is full of historic 
interest. Besides being the only home 
the founder of the colony ever possessed 
on Georgia goil, the battle of Bloody 
Marsh, the ‘‘Thermopylae,’”’ (as Jones 
calls it), of the struggle between Eng- 
land and Spain for possession of the 
eclony, was fought there, and John Wes- 
ley preached his great message under 
the historic oak in front of the old 
church. 

Brunswick is not able, without assist- 
ence, to memorialize these sacred spots. 
Brunswick hag been visited by fire and 
ficod and pestilence, and her people have 
made a hand to hand fight for existence.”’

For 
the balance of the day speculation was active 
with the general course of prices upward on 
covering and new buying. Soon after mid- 
day the July option, in New Orleans moved 
up to 9.25, this being 7 points above the 
previous record price for the season. New 
Orleans buying orders here helped to ad- 
vance May to 9.G7, July to 9.03 and August 
to 8.86. Toward the close the commission 
house contingcnt sold freely to secure profits 
end some of the more daring traders went 
ghort on the theory that Liverpool will prove 
disappointing again tomorrow. The close was 
quiet and steady, with prices net 6 points 
higher to 3 points lower, the new crop posi- 
ticas alone showing the decline.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, April 16.—The stock market re- 
acted to a more normal condition today after 
yesterday’s extraordinary movement in South- 
ern Railway. The transactions in that stock, 
| although scarcely more than one quarter those 
of yesterday, etill overshadowed the market 
and were on a ecale beyond precedent, with 
a very few exceptions. Heavy profit taking 
Was in evidence all day long, which kept the 
price almost constantly bélow last night's lev- 
el. The stock’s net loss was %. There was 
eome selling induced by the emphatic disclaim- 
ers on the part’ of Southern Railway interests 
of any participation. in the Louisville and 
Nashville purchases, present or prospective. 
But the distinction drawn between J. P, Mor- 
gan & Co., as bankers, and the same firm as 
the controling influence in Southern Railway 
seemed somewhat strained. The extensive pow- 
er over the affairs of Louisville and Nash- 
Ville allotted to the firm seemed sufficient se- 
curity for its operation in harmony with 
Southern Railway. The. brokers most active 
in the selling of that stock today were those 
that were heaviest buyers yesterday, and who 
have operated conspicuously for the so-called 
Gates element in the recent transactions in 
the market. They were sellers of other stocks 
which have recently been bought up to a ma- 
terially higher level. But they were also large 
buyers at new points in the market, having a 
large part in the advapce of the Coalers, both 
hard and soft.. The: buying of Chesapeake and 
Unio, Norfolk and Western and Baltimore aud 
Ohio seemed to be .based on the assumption 
that they ehould enjoy the same advantages 
as those of Southern Railway in similar and 
neighboring territory. The Western and Pa- 
cific stocks as a-rule were subjected to realiz- 
ing, but there were a rumber of smaller rail- 
roads- whose stocks were sharply advanced, 
with an appearance of absorption fr control, 
which readily~ induced a speculative following 
among the professionals, because of the’ preva- 
lent feeling in Wal] street that, ‘‘a railroad 
cannot be left over night without being snap- 
ped yp by some syndieateg,’’ in the expressive 
phrase of the president of one of the Coalers. 
Wisconsin Central was the most conspicuous 
instance of: this class; both its stocks rising 
more than 3 points and closing strong in con- 
trast with a reactionary tendency in some 
parts of the market. There was a large num- 
ber of minor stocks which showed gain& of a 
point. or-more-at one time during the day, but 
the cases are rare where the full advance was 
maintained.
